7 Of a Biſhops Conſecratien to his Office. | 
RSS He Office of a Biſhop as I humbly conceive, is a mixt office, partly divine, and partly 
6&9 bumane or Civill : Itis Divine, as concerning the Adminifiration of the Word and 
Sacraments. It is Hawane , as concerning the uſe of their coercive power in the 
"Church : For 1. They receive authority to excerciſe a coercive power by Com- 
Oo miſſion fromthe King ; and therefore it is humane. 2. It cannot be proved to be 
Divine, and therefore it muſt be humane. 3. I prove, it is not Divine ; becauſe Chriſt forbade 
his Apoſtles, and in them all the Clergy to exerciſe authority, Mat.20.25,26. And St. Peter for- 
bade it ſaying, Not as though ye were Lords over Gods heritage , or people, 1 Pet. 5. 3. So that 
this Juriſdiction, Authority, and Coercive power is not divine, becauſe Chriſt forbad it, 4 Co- 
ercive power in the Church hath been uſed by Kings, Princes, and Rulers, Ezra 10.8. 1 K ings 
2.27. And therefore it is not divine, but humane, 

A Biſhop was ordained a Miniſter , before he was conſecrated and made a Biſhop : and whert 
he ſteps above the Miniſtry , into the office of a Biſhop, then De novo he takes upon him the of- 
fice to rule and exerciſe authority and his coercive power over an whole Dioceſs. If then he 
preach and adminilter the Sacraments (which few of them do, or do as other Miniſters conſtant- 
ly) then he preacheth not as a Biſhop , but as a Miniſter : And when he ruleth over a Dioceſs, 
he ruleth not as a Minier,. but as a Biſhop. Whereby it appears , that the office of a Biſhop, 
as he is a Biſhop , iz onely to rule and exerciſe a Coercive power : and this power is an humane 
or Civill thing. Hence it follows, ... 

That being chis Authority is humane, it muſt be of and from the King, and muſt be derived 
from the King , who is ſuprearn in Authority in or oyer the Church : The King derives his au- 
thority and ſupremacy from Chriſt, 1 Per, 2, 13. But Biſhops like other Magiſtrates muſt derive 

all their authority , not from Chriſt immediately , but from the King : Wheretore if the Kin 
may have his right 5 Biſhops muſt be conſecrated onely in the Kings name, not in Chriſts name ; 
for this is to derive from another and higher power than the King, and to make themſelves 
next unto CHRIST, and equall ro the KIN G, for the King onely is next unto 
Chriſt : but Biſhops are now conſecrated by authority of Chriſt and rhe holy Ghoſt imme- 
diately, and Peters keys :.notin the name of the King, whereby they deny the Kings authority 
and ſuprernacy in the Church, in their conſecration as I conceive ir. I have formerly wrote in 
defence of the Kings Prerogative and Supremacy, and here added this, as beins more full , and 
More cleer. | 
Object. 1. But Biſhops may ſay, We have authority from the King , to exerciſe our Coercive 
power : and therefore we acknowleage the Kings Authority and Supremacy * | 
1anſwer, 1. By dittinguiſhing berween an office and the exercite of that office. It therefore 
you own the Kings Supremacy in the exerciſe of your office, yet it followeth nor, that thereby 
you own it in your office, and1n your Confecration to your office : jt is evident, that you deny 
it in your.Conſecratien , becauſe you refuſe to conſecrate in the Kings Name , #nddoallin the 
name of nother and higher power. 2. Your authority from the King, co exerciſe your office, 
doth not imply the Kings Supremacy : thereby indeed you acknowledge the Kings Authority, 
but not his Supremacy. 3.- As far as I can ſee, you acknowledge neither the Kings Supremacy, 
nor his Authority in your office, nor in the exerciſe of it : For in your Courts , you iſflue out all 
Citations, Proceſſes, Summons, and Excommunications, not inthe Kings name, but in your own 
- names. 4. Suppoſing but not granting, that in the exerciſe of your office, the Kings Supremacy 
15 by conſequence implied, why then do you not in expreſle words do it alſo , but refuſe to do it 
inthe Conſegration to your office ? For both the office and the exerciſe of it, are wrought to be 
from the ſaMe hand and power: | 
' Object. 2. Again, Biſhsps may ſay, We took the Oath of Supremacy at oxr Conſecration , ana 
therefore we Own the Kings Supremacy, 


I ariſw. t. You took this Oath indeed at your Tonſecration, but not in your Conſecration : before ir, bat not in 
- it: for about a quarter of an hour before Conſecration rhis Oath is raken. * bur in Conſecration ir is not , nor any 
- words expreſſiag or implying the Kings Supremacy : And yet all Magiſtrates in the Kingdome , who cxerciſe a 
| Coercive power, do beſides the Oath of Supremacy, take alſo a Commiſſion in che Kings name , as deriving their 
' Authority from himi, and fo ſhould Biſhops do in Conſeeration. 3. Biſhops a little before Conſecration,do ſwear 
that the Kiftp is ſupream in Authority 5 but preſently after in their Conſeerarion they deny ic ; for they refuſe to 
name the King , or own hiis Supremacy : For rhey ate Cotiſecrated in the name of another and higher power 
than the King , as in the name of Chrift ; the holy Ghoſh, and as by che authority of Peters keys. Suppoſe, a 
Judge, high Sheriffe , or Mayor of a Ciry , who after they have taken the Oath of Sypremacy, ſhould refuſe ro 
take alſo a Commiſſion for their office in rhe Kings name ? and will derive their Authority from ſome other or 
higher power, as from the Emperour of Rome, or Germany , would nor this be a deniall of the Kings Authority 
and Supremacy ? It will not excuſe the matter to ſay, we firſt rook the Oath of Supremacy : and can the like ex- 
' tuſe Biſhops from pat, ro Kings Supremacy in theit Conſecration. ? My hamble Petition rherefore is, that 
Fir may ſtand with your Honours wiſdome, this Gonſecration may be altered and changed intoa Commiſſion in 
the Kings name 3 like 3s itis with all Magiſirates, who exerciſe a Coercive power. under the Ring.
